Poles and Hungarians 
Show Way to Freedom 


The amazing events in Europe have 
yet to run their full course but some 
things stand out with startling clarity. 
In Poland, in Hungary and in all the 
other Soviet satellites there is a rising 
tide of unrest and protest against the 
inhuman system of communism. 

While the character of the uprisings 
in Poland and Hungary appear to be 
different, the effect is the same. 


In Poland the Communists reacted 
quickly and apparently staved off a na- 


‘tionwide revolt by granting most of the 


rebels’ demands. But even here, there 
seemed to have been almost unanimous 
condemnation of diehard communism; in 
fact, a rejection of all its aims. 


The revolt in Hungary obviously is 
a revolution against communism itself. 
The Hungarian people have brought new 
hope to the millions of Communist 
slaves, not only in the satellites but in- 
side Russia itself. 


Information from inside and outside 
the Iron Curtain indicates a growing re- 
sistance to communism and police rule. 
While it has not yet flared into open 
rebellion, except in Poland and Hungary, 
the forces are there and revolution ob- 
viously is in progress. 

The Russians are not going to be able 
to control these great forces without re- 
lentless and ruthless use of force. Mil- 
lions of people—hungry, persecuted, im- 
poverished, hounded by police rule and 
subjected by force of arms to degrada- 
tion—are struggling toward freedom. 
They are fighting for the right to be 
human beings and to’ have individual 
liberty. | 


The gallant Poles and Hungarians 
have released the pent-up feelings of 
political and economic discontent within 
the whole Communist world. While Red 
rulers may hold it in check for awhile, 
the Hungarians especially have demon- 
strated that the tyranny of communism 
cannot only be resisted but beaten, too. 


The West has a great opportunity. 
If the Soviet empire is in the crisis 
which all the evidence indicates, we 
should use every means possible to help 
the process along. The free nations have 
their best chance to strike their most 
effective blow in the cold war. They 
must not muff the opportunity.

Decatur Citizen Asks Georgia PTAs To Find 
Why Schools Fail To Utilize Funds for Milk 


Decatur—In September of the 
current school year The Constitu- 
tion carried a news item that de- 
serves the greatest interest and 
concern of every adult citizen of 
Georgia 


I refer to a statement issued 
from the office of Miss Eleanor 
Pryor, state supervisor of the 
School Lunch Program, to the 
effect that in 1954’55 the state 
had to return to Washington 
$1,374,425 of its $1,754,943 an- 
nual quota of funds provided by 
act of Congress to encourage the 
cunsumption of more milk in 
school lunchrooms throughout the 
nation. 

This Special Milk Fund Pro- 
gram is a provision of wisdom 
and vision that opens the door 
to better health for our children 
and a wider market for the milk 
producers of Georgia. It has the 
hearty endorsement of our state 
superintendent of schools, Dr. M. 
D. Collins. 

The delinquency lies in a local 
ineptitude and indifference that 
is shameful. 

Any school becomes eligible to 
participate in the milk program 
by the simple process of filing 
application forms sent out rou- 
tinely to all public schools at the 
beginning of each school term. 
The lunchroom operating within 
the program is reimbursed at the 
rate of four cents per half pint 
for all‘ milk consumed. beyond the 
initial half pint served with the 
lunch. The requirements for par- 
ticipation are reasonable and just. 

The profit ceiling is one cent 
per half pint and the books must 
be open for inspection to ensure 
compliance. No strings. No in- 
volved red tape. Since the one cent 
profit ceiling was arrived et on a 
nationwide scale as commensur- 
ate with the energy used by 
lunchroom workers handling an ex- 
tra bottle of milk, it should be 
acceptable in Georgia where salar- 
ies are below the national level. 

Is it mere coincidence that 
37,940 children among our needy 
required extensive dental treat- 
ment in a state which fails to 
use over 75 per cent of its milk 
fund quota? 

I strongly urge the PTAs of Geor- 
gia to begin action at a local 
level for an immediate change of

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LIFE AS NATION 
Israel Born 


To Decade 
Of- Violence 


By the Associated Press 
Israel has had nearly a decade 


of violent strife with her Arab 
neighbors since she became an 
independent nation in Palestine. 
War that began in 198 has 
never stopped despite the armis- 
tice agreements made by the 
Uhited Nations in 1949. 

Israeli thrusts across Egypt's 
Sinai Peninsula Monday are thus 
an extension of the violence that 
accompanied Israel's birth as a 
nation May 15, 1948 and her 
growth since. 

PROMISED LAND 

Israel’s entry into the Pales- 
tine picture came after years of 
Zionist efforts to build up the 
country as the promised land of 
the Bible. 

The British government, in its 
1917 Balfour Declaration, sup- 
ported the Zionist cause. But op- 
position by Arab nations caused 
hesitation in Britain in carrying 
out the declaration. When the 
British mandate over the area 
expired May 15, 1948, both Arabs 
and the Zionist Jewish agency 
moved to take over the vacuum. 
The U.N. had voted in Nov- 
ember 1947 to partition Palestine 
into two states, one Arab, one 
Jewish, with Jerusalem under in- 
ternational control. 


OPPOSITION SOLIDIFIES 


Neither Israel nor Jordan ever 
accepted the Jerusalem interna- 
tionalization idea. And in antici- 
pation of the British leaving, 
there had been violent battles for 
Jaffa and Jerusalem in the month 
before the mandate ended. 

While the Israelis set up their 
state, Arab opposition solidified. 

Syrian, Iraqi and Jordanian 
troops entered Palestine. Saudi 
Arabia sent forces to strengthen 
Egyptian garrisons on the border. 

There followed throughout 1948 
battles for Gaza and the Negeb 
Desert. Tel Aviv was bombed 
daily Jerusalem became a be- 
sieged city. 

Egyptian troops moved to Beth- 
lehem, within five miles of Jeru- 
salem. 


U.N. MEDIATION 


The U.N. set up a mediation 
plan under Sweden’s Count Folke 
Bernadotte. He was killed in 
September 1948 by Israeli ter- 
rorists. 

U.N. cease-fire appeals were 
either ignored or violated through- 
out the rest of the year. 

The Israeli army managed to 
hold off its foes in the north, and 
it got planes into the air to bomb 
Amman, Jordan’s capital, and 
Cairo. 

Early in January 1949, Israeli 
troops speared 30 miles into 
Egypt in the continuing war. 

But by that time, Ralph 
Bunche, American U.N. aide to 
the slain Bernadotte, had begun 
U.N. armistice negotiations. They 
were completed in early 1949 on 
the Isle of Rhodes. 


MULTIPLICITY OF PROBLEMS 


Since then the U.N. has been 
dealing with border clashes, com- 
mando raids, retaliatory drives, 
land mines planted across de- 
marcation lines, water diversion 
and power plant disputes and the 
plight of a million Palestine Arab 
refugees in the Negeb Desert. 

Israeli demolition of Arab na- 
tion police posts, on grounds the 
posts sheltered commandos who 
attacked Israelis, have recently 
been condemned in ~- Security 
Council debates. ° 

The council and the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly have also heard 
Arab nation spokesmen vow that 
Israel will not be permitted to 
continue as a state and that no 
peace treaty will ever be con- 
cluded with her. 


NEW ARAB ALLIANCE 


Egypt recently has made sepa- 
rate military pacts with Syria 
and Saudi Arabia giving Egyp- 
tians command over the armies 
of each. This arrangement super- 
sedes the old-style Arab alliances 
that lined up all Arab nations to-

Interna- 
tional oils were knocked 
down for losses of $2 to $3.50 
a. share; motors and rails 
were also lower. After being 
well over on the plus side 
most of the day, the market 
closed mixed. 


The late sell-off, brokers 
said, stemmed from inves- 
tors’ fears that the Israel- 
Egypt clash might erupt into 
a major conflict. 


So great was the deluge of 
sell orders that the high- 
speed ticker tape ran two 
minutes late at one time. 
Volume for the day totaled 
2,420,000 shares, heaviest 
since Oct. 1. 


The Associated Press 60- 
stock average was ahead a 
scant 10 cents at $179.30 at 
the finish after the selling 
wave had erased most of the 
day’s advance. The indus- 
trials component was up 70 
cents, the rails down 80 cents 
and the utilities unchanged.

It was Byrd, the chief political

Florida and Virginia both were 
carried by Eisenhower in 1952 in 
the first Republican break into

Texas and Tennessee; the two 
other Southern states he captured 
in 1952. The political experts rate 
him ahead in Florida 
with its big “immigrant” popu- 
lation from the North. Virginia 


is rated very close with Steven- 


son holding a slight edge. 

Most of the President’s speeches 
today were restatements of cam- 
paign themes already well devel- 
oped. He accused his Democratic 
opponents of giving the nation a 
falsely pessimistic picture of its 
economy and foreign relations. 

He attacked Stevenson on the 
draft and hydrogen-bomb issues. 
He peppered him with sarcasm 
about the backfire charge that 
the Eisenhower administration 
had lent money to Juan Peron, 
the former Argentine dictator. 
STRESSES PEACE TUNE 

He again hammered hard on 
assertions that he had restored 
peace and secured it and that 
the country was enjoying a Re- 
publican prosperity without prec- 
edent. é 

The President’s first stop was 
Miami, where a noontime crowd 
of 6,000 sprawled across the air- 
port apron on three sides of a 
bunting-draped wooden platform. 

His spéech presented a series 
of fresh, sharp attacks on the 
Democrats and Stevenson. : 

Eisenhower labeled the Demo- 
cratic candidates’ prophesiers of 
“‘misfortiine and disaster’ and 
suggested they. might take a 
more optimistic view if they 
looked at the burgeoning growth 
of Miami.

The Budapest radio confirmed

the Associated Bulb Growers of Holland, at the one- 
day conference on “Tulips in the Sou 


Capital City Club. 

“In view of the advancement 
of tulip culture and the con- 
tinued showing of good blooms, 
this area has become an im- 
portant tulip center,” he told 
some 100 tulip growers as- 
sembled for the occasion. 


“LARGE PERCENTAGE” 

“This year, gardeners in this 
section will plant a large per- 
centage of the half million 
bulbs which are annually im- 
ported from Holland.” 

Mr. Springer cited the annual 
Tulip Festival held each year in 
Hurt Park, adding that it has 
attracted nationwide attention. 

The conference was spon 
sored by the National Tulip 
Society and the Bulb Growers. 
The Atlanta Tulip Study Club, 
of which Mrs, Roscoe ‘Stewart 
is president, was hostess group. 


Another indication that the 
south is a ‘“‘Little Holland’’ was 
pointed out by Dr. S. L. Em- 
sweller, head of the ornamental 
plants section of the U.S, De- 
partment of Agriculture, and 
Dr. D. L. Gill from the agri- 
cultural experiment station in 
Tifton. 


EXPERIMENTS 


Both men described in detail 
the experiments currently be- 
ing made by the department, to 
make tulips and other bulbs 
easier to grow. “The work has 
not been concluded but we have 
made considerable headway,”’ 
they said. 

Properly conditioned, the red 
clay of Georgia can produce 
beautiful blooms. 

**The food is there, but neces- 
sary drainage must be provided 
with quantities of sand,” said 
Charles J. Hudson, who spoke 
on “Tulip Time in the South.’’ 

He also suggested using bone 
meal and complete plant foods, 
although the bulb itself con- 
tains all the plant nutrition 
needed for its first year growth. 

In addition to the extensive 
work done here to promote tulip 
growth. and the staging of the 
Tulip Festival, Atlanta came 
in for additional recognition at 
the conference through Mrs. 
J. J. Nicholson, the general 
chairman. 

She was the first president of 
the National Tulip Society 
which has members throughout 
the United States and Canada. 
Mrs. Nicholson is now the soci- 
ety’s board chairman. 

Requests come from through- 
out the South to Tulip Study 
Club members for information 
on tulip cultivation, according 
to Mrs. Nicholson. 


SUPPLY INFORMATION 


“Our members make talks 
and supply information to new 
gardeners,”’ said Mrs. Nichol- 
son. “I have gotten letters 
from all over the nation about 


our festival and of the varieties’
